Her
mother picked her up In her arms.

Out of the crowd that bad been a'-
tracted a woman, strikingly hand-
:ome and dressed in black. She np
preached Mr.;. Edwards and asked:
"Why do you let your daughter

cry. Madame? Children so young
w< re not made for weeping."

At the same instant she snatched
the girl from her mother's arms and
started with her rapidly down the
avenue. Mrs. Edwards was so iluinli-
founded by the abruptness of I he ac¬
tion Ih.tC she stood in the street
staring and speechless for several
minutes while Hie woman in lilm I-
hurried away with the child. She had
disappeared before the mother's eric,
attracted the police.

life.
With tin- aid of the microscope one

us low in Hie scale as netinophryaus,'

it naturalist, repeatedly seen nctinn-
phrytuis fold their delicate, hulrllko]legs or cilia and sink to the bottom of
Iheir miniature lake (a drop of wnter)
when approached by a water louse,
which preys upon llieui, They remain
lo all appearances absolutely without
life until the water louse swims away,
when they unfold their cilia und go
back to their feeding grounds a hit
of water weed or moss or decayed
wood.

A clock that Is made to run eight days
Is pretty sure to be wound on n cer¬
tain day of the week, for it would be
Ulinost Impossible for any one to re*
member to wind It on every eighth day.
Therefore Uie Interval between wind¬
ings Is seven days, precisely as tliu
maker desired and expected.
The reason is that a clock runs bet¬

ter when It Is not allowed to run down,
or even nearly so. The same plan Is
followed In milking a watch; it will run
for thirty hours, but us nearly every
man winds bis watch at the same hour
every day or night, the spring Is never
fully exhausted. Regularity In wind¬
